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THEIN FIRST REPORT.

The Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
Make a Few Suggestions. 


Wasnineton, December 2.—The first an- 
nual report of the interstate commerce com- 
mission has been laid before the secretary of 
the interior for transmission to congress. It is 
aprinted document of forty-three pages, ex- 
clusive of tabular appendices. The commis- 
sion, has as yet, no statistics of its own collec- 
tion to lay before the public, but adopting 
those of the manual generally accepted as re- 
liable, it states the total railroad mileage at 
the close of 1886 at 133,606 miles and estimates 
that 4,380 miles have since been added, mak- 
ing 137,986 miles, divided among 1,200 rail- 
roads, operated by 5 0 corporations, which are 
subject to the provisions of the act creating 
the commission. 

The commission, after hearing al) the argu- 
ments advanced by those who appeared for the 
express companies, is of opinion that the ex- 
ptess business, so far as it is done by railroad 
companies themselves, whether direetly, and 
by their mauaging officers, or indireetiy, and. 
through nominal corporations created -for the 
purpose, is within the act, and that such com- 
panies are under obligation to see that tariffs 
‘are filed and that the rules of fairness and 
equality which the act prescribes are observed. 
Whether express companies, which are inde- 
pendent of railroads, are within the contem-. 
plation of the act is more coubtful. 

The commission is of the opinion that the 
question is one which congress ought to put 
beyondjthe question, byjeither expressly and by 
designation, including express companies, or 
by excluding them. These observations also 
apply to miscellaneous corporations engaged 
in the transportation of oil, live stock, furnish- 
mg oxite accommodations to passengers, etc. 

eviewing railway operaticns during the pe- 
riod which has elapsed since the act took ef- 
fect, the commission feels warranted in saying 
that while less has been done in the direction 
of bringing freight tariffs into conformity with 
the general rule prescribed by the fourth sec- 
tion, than some persons, perhaps, expected, 
there has, nevertheless, been a‘ gratifying ad- 
vance in that direction, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that this will continue. That 
substantial benefits will flow from making the 
rule as general as shall be found practicable 
cannot be doubted; and even when the circum- 
stances and conditions of the long and short 
haui traffic are dissimilar, the desirability. of 
avoiding any considerable desparity in charges 
is great and obvious. So far, therefore, and 
so fast as business prudence and a proper re- 
gard to the interests of communities, which 
would be disturbed and injured by pre- 
cipitate changes will admit of its be- 
ing done, such railroad company 
as do not now conform to the statuary rule 
should make their rates on these two classes 
of traffic more obviously just and more pro- 
portional than they have hitherto been or now 
are. 

In dealing with the subject of filing and 
publication of tariff the commission says the 
clerical ferce of the commission is too small. 
Some idea of the labor devolved upon the 
clerical force may be formed when it is known 
that, as-near as can now be estimated, 110,000 
books, papers and documents, showing rates, 
fares and charges for transportation and con- 
tracts, agreements or arrangements between 
carriers in relation to interstate traffic have 
been filed in the office of the commission, all 
of which required appropriate classification 
and systematic arrangement. It has been 
quite impossible to do more with these than to 
acknowledge their receipt, classify and index 
| them, and put them in order for reference. 
Tire organization of a general system upon 
| which they might most usefully be made has 

| not been attempted, noreven any systematic 


er 


investigation of their contents for the purpose 
of observing to what extent the provisions of 
the act to regulote commerce is comyiied with 


| in their preparation. 


Under the head of ‘‘General Observations,”’’ 
the commission says: 

Tie act to regulate commerce has now been in 
operation nearly eight months. One immediate 
eflect was to caus; inconvenience in many quarters, 
and even yet the business of some paitso. the coun- 
try is not fuily adjusted to it. Some carriers also 
are not as yet in their operations conforming in all 
respects to its spirit and purpose. Nevertheless the 
commission feels justified in saying that the opera- 
tion of the cct has, in general, beea beneticial. In 
some particuiars, as we unierstand, has also been 
the case with similar statutes in some of the states, 
it has operated directly to increase railroad earn- 
ings,cspecially in the cutting off of free passes on in- 
terstate passenger traffic, and in putting an end to 
rebates, drawbacks, and special rates upon freight 
business. The results of tae law in these respects 
are also eminently satisiactcry to the general pub- 
lic, certainly to all who had not been wont to profit 
by special or personal advantages. In connection 
with the abolition of the pass system, there has been 
some reduction in passenger fares, especially in 
charge made for mileage tickets in the north west 
section of the country, where they are perhaps 
most employed. 

Frefyht traffic for the year has been exceptionally 
largein yolume and is bel'eved to have been, in no 
small degree, stimulated by growing confidence that 
days of rebates and special rates were enced. and 
that open rates op an equal basis were now offered 
toailcomers. ‘The reflex action of this develop- 
ment of confidence among business men has becn 
highly favorable to roads. Insome localities the 
passage of the act was made the occasion on the part 
of dissatisfied and short-sighted railro.d managers 
furnew exactions, through the direct raising of 
rates by change in classification and otherwise. 
Manifestation of the spirit which induced such ac- 
tion is now but seldom observed, and the wrongs 
resulting from it have in general been corrected, 

In regard to the fourth section, the commission 
rep2ats in this place its opinion that, however se- 
rious may have been the results in some cases, the 
general effect bas beeu beneficial, Changes in 
classification made siace the act took etiect have 
been inthe direction of greater uniformity, and 
have also in general, it is believed, been concessions 
tv business interestr, 

The tendency of its rates has been downward, and 
they have seldom been permanently advanced, ex- 
cept when excessive competition had reduced them 
to points at which they could not well be main- 
tained. Nodes‘ructive rate wars have occurred, 
but increased stability in rates has tended in the di- 
rection of stability in geveral business, There is 
still, however, great mischief resulting from fre- 
quent changes in freight rates onthe part of some 
com; anies, changes that, in some cases, it is difli- 
cut to suggest an excuse for. 

The general results of the law bave been in im- 
perten: ways, favorably to both roads and the pub- 
ic, While the comparatively few complaints that 
have been heard of its results, are either made with 
an imperfect knowledge of the facts, or spring from 
a remembrance of the practices which the law was 
deliberately framed to put an end to, 

The cormmmission has pot seen ocaasion for recom- 
mending any very considerable changes in the act 
under which its work is performed. It has seemed 
to its members thet the law forthe regulation ofin- 
terstate commerce should be permitted t» have 
growth, and that it would most surely, as well us 
most safely, attaina high degree of efliciency and 
usetulness in that way. The general features of the 
act are grounded in principles that will stand the 
test of time and experience, and only time and ex- 
perience can determine whe:her all the provisions 


made fortheir enforcement are safe, sound, and 


workable. When they prove not to be, experience 
will be safeguards in fegislation to protect them. 

Incidentally in the report some niel of amend- 
ment has Leen pointed out. Especially ought a 
law, as we think, to indicite, in plain terms, 
whether the express business and all other trans- 
nagenees by carriers in the act shall be governed by 

ts provisions. The provision against the sudden 
raising of rates ought to be clearly made applicable 
to joint rates as well as to others. The commission 
ought also bave authority and means to bring about 
something like uniformity in the method of 
publishing rates, which is now in great confusion, 
and to cercfully examine, collect, and supervise 
schedules, coutracis, et*., required by law to be 
filed, as well as properly to handle the mass of stu. 
tistical information called for by the twentieth sec- 
tion. For all these purposes, as well as for others 
imperfectly provided for, considerable addit'on to 
the force enipioyed with the commission will be in- 
dispensible, 

Jther matters, and particularly whether 
transportation by water shall be made subject 
to the act, are submitted to the wisdom of con- 
gress without recommendation,

The Swindling Transactions of 
the Fidelity Bank. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE TO HARPER: 


A Witners Speaks Too Quickly—Harper’s 
Denial of Being in the Wheat Deal 
—Uther Facts in the Case. 


Cincinnati, December 2.—The Harper trial 
opened with the usual crowd ef spectators and 
the groups of attorneys and .reporters about 
the tables. Mr. Schofield, of the First Na- 
tional bank of New York; explained the ac- 
accounts of his bank with the 
Fidelity, stating, among ether things, that the 
Fidelity’s general account showed a deficit of 


$500,000, while this special . account 
showed a dificit of . $500,000.) But 
he. answered to the conrt that 


it was an agreement that the special aceount 
was not to be drawn upon. Harper showed 
more than the usual feeling during this wit- 
ness’ testimony, and shook his head vehe- 
mently as he made a suggestion to his counsel. 

Bank Examiner Powell, who was the gov- 
ernment’s agent in closing the doors of the 
Fidelity last January, told his story—how he 
was begged by Harper to pass examination 
and was then asked to telegraph tothe comp- 
troller of currency for authority to not_ make 
the examination, but he still refused. He 
then found a tell-tale memorandum, and 
checks, as cash, representing #600,000. Briggs 
Swift, president, said he never knew of them 
until then, Harper, when asked for an ex- 
planation, shrugged his shoulders and walked 
away in silence. Disccunt Clerk Powell 
showed that discoints te the amount of $142,- 
000 were made between January and June, 
but most of them remained until collected. — 

The defense drew from the witness in spite 
of the efforts of government gounse] to prevent 
it, a statement that W. H. Chattield, one of 
the directors of the bauk, was the one in whosc 
name the diseounts appeared as late as June 
13th. Witness made comical efforts to with- 
draw his hasty answer by clapping his hand to 
his mouth, but the story was beyond recall. 

W. A. Lucius, general bookkeeper, testified 
to a letter of advice from a party who had no 
funds in the bank. Harper took that- letter 
and draft, and it next appeared in Harper’s 
account With his indorsement. 

Several other witnesses were examined, in- 
cluding the bookkeeper of Fidelity National 
bank; C. J. Kershaw, Chicage broker, and 
Briggs Swift, president of the Fidelity bank. 
The latter was asked if he knew who was en- 
gaged in the wheat deal. 

‘“T did not,” was his blant answer. He 
then went on to say that he asked Harper in 
January last, if he was in the wheat deal, and 
Harper said he had not a dollar init. ‘“‘Later 
I sent him a letter asking him the same ques- 
tion, and he replied by letter saying he had no 
interest whatever, in the matter, and ifan 
man said he had, he was a liar. Afterwards 
often spoke to him about it and he 
always contradicted the rumors that he was in 
the deal, and when the public began to sus- 
pect the Fidelity bank, and 1 wanted to restore 
confidence, I went tothe bank with Richard 
Smith, of the Gq@:etie, who has known mse fer 
years, and together we catechised Harper on 
the subject. We put him on the stand and he 
denied it. Then Mr. Smith, upon my assur- 
ance and upon Harper’s express statement, 
wrote an editorial denying that the Fidelity 
bank was mixed up in ihe affair. This was 
but a few days before the failure.

THE PAINLESS DEATH, — 


Which was Suffered by the Murderer, Jake 
Nimmons,; 


CotumBiA, 8. C., December 2.—[Special.]— 
Jake Nimmons, colored, was ciaaed today at 
Mount Pleasant for the murder of Michael 
Platkin, a Jewish merchant. At eleven o’clock 
the condemned man was led to the galiows. A 
slight tremor shook his frame when he was 
taken out into the cool air. It was bitter cold, 
and a dreary, leaden sky overhung the scene 
and formed a solemn background to the trag- 
edy. Nimmons soon recovered his composure 
and walked firmly to the scaffold. An inco- 
herent sound came from his lips, but mes a 
few words could be distinguished. “Oh, 
Death, Death gwine ter summon this body of 
mine,’ was all that could be madeout. Sud- 
denly Nimmons burst out into the following 
wild prayer: ‘‘Everlasting God and Father 
let thy poor, weak servant come to thee in his 
sin. Give me deliverance from my trouble 
and take me tothee. Oh, everlasting God in 
heaven, save my soul and hear my prayer to 
thee. Send down thy spirit, oh Almighty 
God, and save me for my prayer.”’ 

His legs were then arenes and the black 
cap was put over his head. The negro mani- 
fested no sign of weakness.° He faced death 
as if it were a refuge, and he was longing for 
rest. “God save me,’’ he cried aloud as the 
black cap was adjusted and the light was shut 
out from his eyes forever. ‘God be with you,”’ 
responded the sheriff, then at six minutes 
after eleven the lever was touched, the heavy 
iron weight fell, and the white robed. blac 
hooded figure shot into the air and then swung 
almost still. A few slight convulsions, the 
chest heaved violently for about twenty sec- 
onds, and then all was over. The murderers’ 
neck had been broken and his death was ap- 
parently painless.

The Uneasiness Felt by Elevated Railroad 
Operators.

themselves- secure in their positions 
for — Hife. Some time ago -—_—s they 
were rendered uneasy, however, 


by a notice from the superintendent that every 
operator would be required to instruct one or 
more “students” during dull hours.

Terrible Conflagration. 


LovIsvILLE, Ky., December 2.,—News was 
received in this city at 2:20 this morning of 
the partial desiruction of Eminence, Ky,by fire.

THE CUTTING CASE AGAIN. 


Some Suggestions frum the United States 
Bearing on It. 


Ciry or Mexico, via Galveston, December 
2.—In government circles there is no apprehen- 
sion of difficulties with the United States over 
the revival of the Cutting case. The United 
States government made its demand on the 
Mexican government several weeks agoin a 
friendly manner, suggesting, in order to avoid 
future entanglements and the rupturing of 
good relations at present existing between the 
two countries, that Chihuahua and other states 
of this republic maintaining the doctrine of 
extra territorial jurisdiction should mene 
the law as being in contlict with the establish- 
ed principle of international law. Indemnity 
in the Cutting case was also suggested without 
any specific sum being mentioned.

Cutting is saidto be regarded by the 
United States government as haying been de- 
prived of certain rights, while Mexico holds 
that he was properly held for his crime and 
justly punished. But Mexico shows no dispo- 
sition to avoid friendly discussion of the point 
of international law involved.

~ GREVY'S FAREWELL 
To the Presidency of the French 
Republic. 


EXCITING SCENES IN THE STREETS, 


Arrest of tLouise Michel—The Mobs Dis- 
persed by the Police-The Op- 
position to Ferry, Etc. 


= 


Pants, December 2.—Noon.—-Everything is 
quiet throughout the city thus far. The police 
declare that they arrested M. Payl DeRoulede 
and. Louise Michel yesterday to save them 
from the violence of the crowd. Papers are 
generally of the opinion that, after the events 
of yesterday, President Grevy cannot postpone 
his resignation. They approve the attitude of 
the chambers as calm and dignified. LaSoleil 
declares that President Grevy's actiea in de- 
ferring his resignation was especially aimed at 
M. Ferry. Some of the papers believe that the 
events of yesterday will restore union among 
the republicans. 

1:30 p. m.—-President Grevy’s resignation 
has been sent to the presidents of the senate 
and chamber of deputies.. It will be read at 
the opening of the sittings of the chambers. 
At 1:25 a. m. crowds were in front of the 
chamber of deputies. The police have cleared 
approaches to the building and have stopped 
trattic in the vicinity. 

2:25 p. m.—President Grevy’s message, re- 
signing the presidency of the republic, has just 
been read in the chamber of deputies. The 
text of the message is as follows: 

-  GREVY’S §MESSAGE, 

So long as I had only to contend with the diffi- 
culties that have accumulated in my p@th—the at- 
tacks of the press, the abstention of men whom the 
public voice called to my side, and the increasing 
Impossibility to form a ministry—I struggled on 
and remained where duty bade.me; but at the me- 
ment when public opinion, better informed, marked 
a change which gave me hope of ‘om ng a gov ra- 
ment, the senate and chamber of deputies voled a 
doubie resolution, which, under the form of an ad- 
journment to a fixed hour to await the president's 
Sagaerss message, is tantamount to su amonizing 

he president to resign. It would be my duty and 
right to resist, but under the circumstances, in 
which we are placed, a conflict between the execu- 
tive} and parliament, might entail consequences, 
which restrain me. Wisdom and patriotism com- 
mand me to yield. 

I leave to taose who assume it the responsibility 
for such precedent, and tor events that may ensue. 
I relinquish, without reget, but not without sadness. 
the dignity to which I have twice been raised with- 
out solicitation. and in the exercising of which I 
feel confident I have done my duty. To this I call 
Franceto witness. 

France will say that for nine years my govern- 
ment has secured to the counrry pia e, order and 
liberty ; bas made France ae throughout the 
world; has worked untiringly to raise her and in 
the midst of an arined Europe leaves her in a con- 
dition to defend her honor and rights. Further, 
that it has been able to keep the republic in a wise 
internal course, marked out by the interests and 
wishes of the. country. France will say that in re- 
turn for this, I have been removed from the post 
where her confidenee placed me. In leaving 
political life, I form but one wish. It is that the re- 
public may not be struck blows aimed afamyself, but 
that it may issue triumphant from the danger it is 
madetoinecur, I place on the bureau of the cham- 
ber of deputies my resignation of the functions of 
president of the French republic. 

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED. 

The deputies received the message with pro- 
found silence. M. Flouquet read a letter from 
the president of the senate, summoning a 
congress of the two chambers at Versailles to- 
morrow for the purpose of electing a new presi- 
dent. The sitting then closed amid cries of 
| “Vive Ta Republiqne.’’ “A nember of mem- 
bers of the two chambers held a session in the 
Palais Bourbon this afternoon for the purpose 
of balloting for president preparatory to elec- 
tion by the congress at Versailles tomorrow. 
The first ballot opened at 3:30 p. m. and closed 
at 4:30. The result was: Flouquet 101 votes, 
DeFreycinet 94, Brisson 56, Sadi-Carnot 49, 
Ferry 19, Taillieres 3, Grevy 2. Another bal- 
lot was then taken. 

In the second ballot 338 senators and depu- 
ties voted, the result being: DeFreycinet 190, 
Brisson 84, Sadi-Carnot 27, Flouquet 26, Ferry 
11. Only members of the republican group 
took part in the ballot. 

At 4:30 p.m. groups of people had begun to 
assemble in front of the Palais Bourbon. 
Louise Michel attempted to force an entrance 
into the building, and was again placed un- 
der arrest. A number of radicals went to the 
Hotel DeVille to request the municipal council 
to joina deputation, which will call upon 
leaders of the extreme left to. protest against 
the election of Ferry to the presidency. In 
pursuance of the order to generals to rejoin 
their commands, General Boulanger has re- 
turned to his headquarters. His departure 
from Paris was unnoticed. 

CROWDS IN THE STREETS. 

Evening—On the pretext that the republic 
was threatened, hundreds of revolutionists 
and socialists, followed by a big crowd, com- 

yosed of all elements, started for the Hotel 

eVille. Police and cavalry charged the mob, 
which retaliated with a volley of stones. A 
number of persons were wounded. The mob 
was dispersed. The municipal council has de- 
cided to continue in permanent session. 

Camelinot and Duquercy, extremest depu- 
ties, with Earnest Roche of the Intransigeant, 
tried to harangue a crowd in front of the 
Palais Bourbon, but were prevented by the po- 
lice. Afterwards they proceeded to the Hotel 
de Ville, followed by a mob. Guards dispersed 
the crowd, but permitted the two deputies to 
enter. The municipal council was then dis- 
cussing a proposal to proceed to the Palais 
Bourbon tomorrow to demand that the cham- 
bers save the republic. Camelinot obtained a 
fervent hearing. The municipal council 
agreed, by vote of 54 to 18, to ask an audience 
with the chamber of deputies.

An Interesting Decision. 
A very interesting decision has been ren- 
in the uy States circuit court at 
n by Judge Colt. The case was an 
abtion brought by the attorney-general of 
usetts to collect a tax of $10,618 
astessed in May, 1885, on the corporate 
franebise of the Western Union Telegraph 
y doing business in that state, and 
to enjoin the defendant from further exe- 
eution of its business until the tax was paid. 
The Western Union based its defense on 
ground that the tax was illegal. 
oe. because of its operation and effect 
wpon a franchise granted by the United 
ates and used for its benefit; second, be- 
it is a tax upon inter-state or foreign 
gommerce; and third, because it is in effect 
Jeyied upon real estate located in another 


Judge Colt finds: ‘First, that there is 
othifig in the act of congress granting 
vileges to telegraph companies which im- 
re the right of a state to tax the property 
franchise of a corporation in the manner 
ercised by the state of Massachusetts. 
Regarding the second point, the court finds 
that the “supreme court of the United 
Btates has decided that astate statute im- 
posing a specific tax on cach message sent 
beyond the state was void so far as it was a 
tax on interstate business. In the present 
case, however, the tax is imposed upon the 
capital stock of the corporation and Judge 
Colt can find no case which contains the 
view taken by the defendant. On the last 
point the court finds that it is a question of 
legislative discretion, and no yalid ground 
has been suggested upon which this court 
fg this reason has a right to deelare a tax 
so levied invalid in whole or in part. »

It's English, You Know. 

After the death of the great preacher, 
Henry Ward Beecher, the devoted congre- 
gation of Plymouth church determined that 
a grand eulogy should be delivered on their 
beloved pastor, and with this in view the 
sorrowing members begun to cast their eyes 
over the world to find a suitable personage 
te sing the praise of the dead minister. 

Such a man was found in the Rey. Joseph 
Parker, of England, a reverend lecturer of 
distinction in the mother country, who had 
ashort while before signed a contract with 
Major Pond, of New York, to make a lec- 
turing tour through this country. The two 
missions fitted exactiy, and when the Rev. 
Joseph Parker arrived at New York he 
found that his manager had done good work 
fm the way of judicious advertising. Ex- 
tensive arrangements had been made for 
the memorial service at Plymouth church, 
and so great was the demand to hear the en- 
logy of the distinguished foreigner on the 
celebrated preacher and scholar, that the 
geats inthe great tabernacle were sold at 
high prices, and the capacity of the audito- 
rium proved inadequate to accommodate the 
great crowd that sought admission. 

But the eulogy was delivered and every- 
body was satisfied. When the Rey. Joseph 
Parker left Brooklyn on his lecturing tour 
he carried with him the good will of the 
whole people and the hearty indorsement of 
the press and public of the city, which had 
so feclingly honored the memory of him 
who, but a short while before, was the 
greatest in their midst, 

But things have changed now, and Brook-

: The Corn Crop. | 

According to the goverhment crop re- 
port for November, the corn crop of the 
whole country will average a litule less 
than twenty bushels an acre for 75,000,000 
acres. The whole crop amounts to 1,458,- 
000,000 bushels. This is 186,000,000 bush- 
els below the yield of last year. Estimating 
this loss at forty cents a bushel, it is a loss 
of $74,400,000. 

The government report says that the 
country has raised but one good corn crop 
since 1880, and that -was the one of 1885, 
Which amounted to 1,936,000,000 bushels. 
The crop of the present year, according to 
the figures of the department, is the small- 
est of this decade, except that of 1881. 
During the past eight years the yield has 


been as follows:

The corn crop is the most important of all 
our crops. It is more valuable than the 
wheat crop, or the cotton crop, or the hay 
crop. All the corn we raise is consumed at 
home, and there are some thousands of 
bushels imported from Canada. 

The St. Louis Republiean, which has 
analyzed the figures, says that in some 
parts of the south the corn crop is the best 
raised for years, and this is very fortunate, 
indeed, for the south has heretofore been 
buying her corn from the wegt. Let us

A Curt Good-bye. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

In May, 1863, I being then a member of the 
Thirteenth Hlinois cavalry, andin General Steele’s 
command,éi was captured, with three other mem- 
bers of the command, while foraging in the country 
about thirty miles from Little Rock. We were strip- 
ped of all outside clothing, spurs, hats and boots, 
rebbed of everything of yalue, and forwarded to 
Little Rock to be confined as prisoners of war in the 
penitentary, The building was then cntirely clear 
of convicts, and we were confined in the yard, I 
found about 250 federal prisoners in there, and had 
not been in the inclosure half an hour when I was 
informedthat a plot was on foot for a general de 
livery atan early day. 

There was a line of confederate sentinels on the 
walls, and a second line at the base of the walls 
outside. This seemed to the confederates to assure 
our captivity, but, ten or twelve days previous to 
my arrival, our boys had begun a tunnel designed 
to go under the wall. They had begun at“ spot 
about forty feet back from the wall, and the work 
had all been done at night. During the day blank- 
ets were thrown over the spot, an old piece of can- 
vas elevated for au awning, and no one could sus- 
pect what was going on under the very noses of the 
guards, On the second night of my arrival ihe 
tunnel was finished. It came out close to an old 
shanty twelve feet outside the wall, and every man 
in the inclosure was invited to make use of it, and 
advised how to act when he once got outside. 

The night was dark and rainy, andjthe men began 
passing out at about 9 o’clock. It was midnight be- 
fore my turn came, and the man bebind me was my 
tent-mate and chum. We had our own ideas of 
what course we should take after getting out, and 
instead of making a bolt for the country we walked 
coolly off into the woods for about a mile and then 
climbed a tree. We were scarcely in place before a 
great hullabaloo atthe prison warned us that the 
escape had been discovered. Out of 250 prisoners 
in the place 247 passed out. The others were too ill 
togo. The very last man was out when the confed- 
erates made the discovery. There was a great com- 
motion inside of two minutes, and inside of a; (Uar- 
ter of an hour the country was being scoured in 
every direction. I may state here that only twelve 
of us out of that large number eluded recapture. 
Most of them were taken before noon next day. 

Before daylight the woods in which we had taken 
refuge were being beaten up by dogs, civilians and 
soldiers, and had we been in flight we should cer- 
tainly have been Overhauled. Indeed, they recap- 
tured numbers of prisoners within our hearing, and 
some of them passed under our tree on their way 
back to confinement. When daylight came we 
climbed higher and secured better shelter, and we 
did not descend from the tree wutil 10 o'clock at 
night. During the day many searchers passed 
through the woods, and had any of them lifted 
their eyes we must certainly have been discovered. 
When we got down to carth we took a half cirenit 
to strike the Arkansas river at a point far below the 
town, and as we reached it, after three or four hours’ 
hard travel, we came upon anegro cabin. 1¢@ man 
was routed out, and as soon as he knew we were as- 
eaped prisoners he gave us a hearty meal, bundled 
us up a large quantity of coarse provisions and in- 
sisted that we make use of his boat to go down the 
river. He gave us the names of ali the towns below, 
advised us to lie by during the day and saw us off 
with a “May de Lawd bress yer boafan’ see ye 
frew?”’ 

We were eleven nights paddling down the Arkan 
sae, and cleven daysiying by in swamps and cane- 
brakes. Aiter the start we secnred food only three 
times, and that in small quantities, It was always 
from the negroes, and in no case did we fear be- 
trayal. During those long nights we came near be- 
ing recaptured a score of times, and during the days 
we were so harassed and annoyed by hunger, heat 
and insects that we were more than once inclined 
to give ourselves up. We reached the Mississippi 
one morning just at daybreak, and-the smoke of the 
federal gunboat, Little Rebel, was plain to be seen. 
We hed to hide lu a thicket apd wait nearly three 
hours before she came opposite. Then we signaled 
and she checked her way, run out her loaded guns, 
and sent a boat to hail us, The officershouted: 

“Who are you?’ 

“Escaped prisoners!” 

‘Where trom’ 

‘Little Roek?!’ 

“When did you eseape?’’

A GREAT INSTITUTION IN MISSISSIPPI: 


A Visit to the Beautiful City of Colambus— 
Its Business Prospects and 
Natural Advantages, Etc. © 


CoLumaus, Miss., November 26.—[Staff Cor- 
respondence Constitation.J—There are more 
old Georgians resident in this pleasant and 
prosperous Httle town than you can find any- 
where outside of the state. 

It seems that aslice of old Georgia, with 
the houses, people and fixtures, has been 
bodily transported and planted here right in 
the heart of Mississippi. The/love for the old 
state has not died out yet, but on the contrary, 
has perhaps grown stronger, and all ideas of 
heaven anda better world that these people 
haveare indissolubly associated with the name 
of Georgia and the memories and recollections 
that linger still concerning their old home. 

Having said this much, it is superfluous to 
add that. the Columbus people are mighty 
good, elever people. The town resembles 
greatly the city of Athens on the Oconee, the 
houses are like the old homes there, the streets 
are broad and sometimes winding, and the ip- 
finential idea that controlled the people in 
selecting their homes was the same spirit that 
moved the Athenians to place their houses so 
as to have plenty of room. The society of Co- 
lumbus is said to be the best in the state, the 
reason being that the people have suffered 
fewer of the troubles and ruptures that followed 
the war; it has in a great measure taken the 
place in Mississippi that Natchez held before 
the war, and the grand civilization of ante- 
bellum days remains more perfectly intact 
here than anywhere else that I know. 

On the banks of the Tombigbee, Columbus 
is pretty much the same that it was twenty- 
five yeats ago. True, itthas inereased a littlegin 
population and considerable in business, but in 
every essential feature the city isthesame. It 
would be a great calamity for Columbus%to get 
sick with a fever like that which excited Bir- 
mingham for awhile and then laid her low, the 
material gain that the element of progress 
might give to her would be more than coun- 
terbalanced by the loss of that staid respecta- 
bility and cultured social condition that now 
characterizes the place and makes it so at- 
tractive to the stranger within its gates. Situ- 
ated in the heart of one of the best agricul- 
tural regions of the state, the trade of the 
town is not inconsiderable, and a picturesque 
air is given to the. streets by the 
multitude of white covered wagons 
that line the _ _ streets during the 
day. The completion of the Georgia 
Pacific road to Columbus has opened a new 
tield for the town. For years it has main- 
tained its respectability by reason of its lack of 
railroad communication with the outside world. 
Now, that the main line of a strong system 
links the town with the leading trade marts 
of the south, the impression is growing that 
Columbus is on the eve of a business reyolu- 
tion. Some of the most prominent business 
men of the place, however, are of the opinion 
that the new road will injure the city in many 
respects. It is feared that it will take away 
many bales of cotton, and that the small places 
that are springing up now all along the line 
will eventually take away considerable trace. 
The trade of Columbus being almost entirely 
retail, the opening of every store within its 
own natural territory is calculated to 
injure it, and on_ these arguments 
is based the belief that the road will injure 
more than it will benefit the place. But we 
have but little to do with this feature of the 
place. There are others more interesting than 
the discussion of the business future of a north 
Mississippi town. 

Every place, no matter what its size may be, 
has some object or institution that - constitutes 
the show-place or thing of the town, about 
which lingers the affections of the people, and 
to which they point the stranger with pride. 
With usin Georgia, Augusta has its canal, 
Savannah its Bonaventure, Atlanta its Kim- 
ball house, Athens its university—and, so Co- 
lumbus has its female college. 

Nowhere else in the union is there one just 
like it! 

It seems strange that Mississippi, generally 
believed to be backward in many things, should 
be first and foremost in educational matters. 
For the boys, it has an agricultural college 
that is more successful than a similar insti- 
tution anywhere else, more thorough, more 
advanced, more strongly planted in the affec- 
tions of the people. With commendable jus- 
tice, the state has endeayored to do for its 
girls whatit has already performed for its 
boys. Herein Columbus is an institution for 
the practical training of girls, that has no 
superior and perhaps no equal anywhere in 
the country. Years ago there was in Columbus 
a female school of small proportions 
and operated with varying success. Located 
in the center of beautiful grounds, the institu- 
tion was operated for the benefit of the girls of 
thetown. Three or four years ago, the town 
of Columbus donated fifty thousand dollars to 
the institution with the proviso that the state 
should take hold of it, and organize and equip 
an institution for the practical training of the 
girls of the state,in the same manner aw it 
aided and controlled the agricultural college. 

With the money reccived from Columbus to- 
gether with that donated by the state, the old 
wooden building was replaced by an elegant 
brick structure capable of accommodating 350 
girls. Every modern convenience was placed 
in the building, it¢s heated by steam, lit by. 
electricity, and supplied with water and gas. 
of engines in the basement supply the steam 
for heating purposes and the power for eleva- 
tors and laundry. The rooms for recitation 
purposes are supplied with every convenience, 
and the dormitories are modelsSof simple ele- 
gance and comfort. Tuition is free, the object 
of the school being to give to poor girls the 
training in practical arts that will enable them 
to earn theirown living. The basis of attendance 
is controlled by the proportion of population 
and illiteracy in each county. Scholars are 
permitted to attend from any part of the state 
who are able to pay their own expenses, but 
250 are given the training at actual cost. The 
expenses of board and clothing for a pupil 
during the year will not exceed $130, and the 
girls reduce this amount largely by doing most 
of their own work, for which they are paid 
eigbt cents per hour. All of the household 
work in the large building is performed by the 

upils, save scrubbing, and the cleanliness of the 
10use is simply wonderful. The floors are so 
clean that they almost look white, and the 
window panes are as clean as artesian water 
that flows fresh from the never ending stream. 

In the large dining room where 250 
take meals three times per day, there was not 
@ spot or an odor; here they do all their work, 
details of a certain number each week per- 
form the task of washing the dishes, serving 
the meals, and attending to the varions ne- 
cessities of each table. Ses this they are paid, 
the amount. being credited on their board ac- 
count. The girls are all obliged 
to wear a uniform made in a certain 
way out of certain material: those 
who perhaps could afford a better dress are 
nevertheless obliged to conform to the rule. 
These uniforms, with hats, do not cost exceed- 
ing nine dollars, and the girls make them, 
those not able te aceomplish this having the 
work done by others, who get paid for the 
sorvice. These uniforms of iles are Worn on 
all occasions, even on Sunday, when the pu- 
pil attends church. Economy and pradence are 
taught in every department, and the habits 
the training is ~incalculating in the minds of 
the coming women of the state, are simply in- 
valuable. 

An excellent education is afforded the pupil. 
They are taught everything that a woman 
ought to know, or that will add to her worth, 
or adorn and beautify her life. Accomplish- 
ments are not overlooked, but they are made 
secondary to the great work of the institution, 
and such things as music, singing, ete., are 
taught not as an accomplishment but as a pro- 
fession in order that the learner may derive a 
comfortable living thereby. Painting 
in oll, water colors, or china,  ote., 
work in steel, brass, and bronze, such 
as converting a silver cup into the repoussal 
style, or a plain piece of tin «to a highly orna- 
mental bread tray or waiter, are taught those 
who desire to learn.

The officers, however, take no stock in the 
prisoner's asservations of innocence. They 
know him of old, and are confident they have 
caught the right man. Their theory is that 
Ware and he were the leaders of the gang,an4 
that several other negroes were in the party. 
Mr. Hightower was accosted by them and 
one of them knocked him to 
the ground, and while he was down 
struck himin the head with a stone.

nteresting sights. The large tanks were 
about cneaiate full of muddy water, contain- 
ing many impurities. The pumps were put to 
work and the various stages of purification 
were shown the visitors. The work of clean- 
ing the filters was an interesting process. 
Some exceedingly ingenious contrivances were 
explained and practical tests were given. 
Everyone could easily see the marvelous trans- 
formation the fluid underwent in a short 
while. At frst the water which came from 
the pond was dense and muddy. It was 
forced into the large filters and driven througn 
the strata of white sand and pulverized coke. 
When it was ejected through these it became 
gimme pureandof crystalline transparency. 

t tasted as sweet and fresh as the best sprin 
water. The visitors were all delighted wit 
the tests and came away concurring in the be- 
lief that Atlanta is blessed with as pure water 
as any other city in the south. 

It was clearly demonstrated to the satisfac- 
tion of all the officials present thatthe filters 
can give the city an abundant supply of pure 
water. 

In returning to the city, the party came by 
way of the glass works and saw a large 
quantity of globes.and lamp chimneys which 
had just been turned out.
